Peek Behind the lron Curtain 
Makes You Value Free Unions

We don't prize the things we have while we are enjoying 


them. We realize the value of health most when we've lost it. 


We know the worth of freedoms most when they are gone. 


That's a point that occurs to me on this Labor Day because 
I got behind the Iron Curtain this summer. 


Working men and women, behind the curtain, have no 
trade union rights. They cannot organize freely. They cannot 
back up their demands for living wages and safe working con- 
ditions with the traditional weapon of the strike. 

Working men and women behind the Iron Curtain have 
become slaves. 

That has been said before, but it was never brought home 
to me so effectively as this summer. 

As our automobile went down the Stalinallee, once the 
Unter den Linden, in East Berlin, we were impressed by the 
fine buildings that lined this wide thoroughfare. This is all 
most visitors see. It is the Berlin Potemkin Village, a fake 
tront set up for the unsuspecting. 

But we went behind those facades and saw the shambles 
and ruins. We saw an amazing contrast between the splendid 
reconstruction on the free side of the Brandenberger Gate, 
and the rubble piles on the slave side. I tried to talk with men, 
who ran from me afraid that their masters might be watching. 
I watched dire-faced youths dutifully toting banners proclaim- 
ing the “Freiheit—freedom" they knew they did not have. 
They knew the facts of life in East Germany cruelly mocked 
their slogans. They knew, and the German workers knew, 
that the Reds were trying to stuff their skulls with slogans, 
while denying food to their stomachs, and the spirit of free- 
dom in their hearts. 

The older East Germans once knew free trade unionism, 
a long time ago, before Hitler, and most of them have never 
forgotten it. Many of them, for the first time, now that they've 
lost it, are appreciating it 

Back on the free side, I talked with some of these men who 
could take it no longer and burst across the borders. 

One told me that he had merely asked for a financial re- 
port on union funds. He had dared to say he assumed that his 
so-called union was democratic, as the Communists said it 
was. Another had revolted at the pressures of being speed-up 
man in his factory. Others had dared to listen to the American 
radio, RIAS, even though this is a grave crime under Commu- 
nist law. All were no longer able to bear the bonds of Com- 
munism; they had enough of the spirit of freedom left within 
them that they had to break their shackles 

Other trade union veterans, still behind the Iron Curtain, 
have been in revolt continually since that historic day, June 17 
a year ago, when the Russians had to bring out mounted po- 
lice, machine guns and tanks to end a spontaneous walkout 
that spread all through East Germany. 

You remember how that demonstration began. Workmen 
along the Stalinallee in East Berlin got copies of the Commun- 
ist newspaper, the Tribune. It hold how each workman, al- 
though already overtaxed, must increase his production 10 to 
25 percent. The copies passed from hand to hand, The men 
read, laid down their tools and walked off the job, They be- 
came a procession. It grew and grew—all through East Ger- 
many, went on into the next day despite a driving rain. Men 
armed only with their fists and stones, defied the militarized 
units and the tanks. 

Reports from behind the Iron Curtain tell us that these 
demonstrations are stil] continuing over a year later. Rail- 
road trains are-delayed. There are breakdowns. in the engines, 
the signalling equipment. Tracks are broken. Coal mine equip- 
ment is damaged so that production has to be stopped. Dock- 
yard damage interfering with East German shipping has been 
estimated at $1 million in the several months. The Communist 
authorities have been baffled by countless acts of sabotage in 
nationalized industries. 

A new kind of revolt is under way in East Germany. It's 
natural, spontaneous, irresistible. It’s the surge that cannot be 
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withheld within a man who has once known freedom. It’s a 


value of freedoms that have been lost. 


These Germans want you, here in America, to prize what ° 


you have in free trade unionism, and use it. They would cau- 
tion you to be on guard to see that it is not taken away from 
you by the vicious misnamed “right-to-work" laws which 


have already taken union security from workers in 16 of our! 


states in this country. They would admonish you to be a more 
faithful member of your union. They would warn you to see 


that friends represent you in Legislature and Congress.

NEWS)—The Yale Law Journal 
charged that the American Medi- 
cal Association exercised authority 
over the practice of medicine and 
of failing to use this autherity as 
an “instrument of progress.” 


The Journal, published by the 
university’s law students, declared 
that “no other voluntary associa- 
tion commands such power within 
its area of interests as does the 
AMA.” 


The report was based on the 
AMA’s published records, a ques- 
tionnaire sent .to state medical so- 
cieties and interviews with both 
supporters and critics of the asso- 
ciation. 


The Journal said that the AMA 
has come into clash most often 
with labor and other groups of 
consumers of physicians’ services 
in the field of “systems of pay-|- 
ment.” AMA claims now that it 
supports voluntary prepaid health 
insurance plans. But a court deci- 
sion several years ago ruled that 
the group had to end its opposition 
to a voluntary cooperative prepay- 
ment medical care group in Wash- 
ington, D. C, 

The AMA's affiliate in New York 
state recently passed resolutions 
on medical ethics which were so 
worded that voluntary health plans 
sponsored by unions and other or- 


postal workers.

Robert Wagner, Senator trom the 
State of New York, was cham- 
Pioning labor's cause, and spon- 
sored the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act, giving labor throughout 
America, the right to sit across 
the bargaining table, hold elec- 
tions, etc., a small group of busi- 
ness agents and officials of Unions 
in Oakland had an idea—a build- 
ing to house AFL Unions. 

Without funds, but with a deter- 
mined mind, this small group 
spread the gospel of the Labor 


-|Temple Building until all those in 


the labor movement knew what 
they had in mind, and began to be- 
lieve such a thing could be pos- 
sible, With one or two organiza- 
tions pledging support, this group, 


from the sale of the old Labor 
Temple, made it possible to com- 
mence work on the new project 
as soon as materials became avail- 
able following the end of the war. 

Completed in January, 1949, the 
new tenants began to move in be- 
fore the “finishing touches” were 
vomplete. Valued at approximately 
$900,000, the present property of
